The industrial development of this 
country, he went on, was a matter of very 
great importance to the people: its import- 
ance was so obvious that there never had 
been any difficulty, to his knowledge, in 
securing the co-operation of people who 
would not co-operate in any other matter ; 
people who stood in different political] 
camps had come together willingly in order 
to push forward general plans for indus- 
trial development. 


DECENTRALISATION 


No Government, no matter how power- 
ful, could achieve positive results in the 
industrial sphere without the active aid of 
interested persons throughout the whole 
country. That applied particularly in so 
far as they desired to see that industrial 
development would take the form, not of a 
concentration of factories in one centre, 
but of a number of factories scattered 
throughout the country. 

He commented on the fall in population, 
due to the retarding of industrial develop- 
ment in this country for many years. There 
was only one way, he said,\jin which that 
drain on their national strength could be 
arrested, and that was by supplementin 
agriculture by manufacturing industries o 
various kinds. Ivy the development of in- 
dustry they should secure a balanced 
economic system in Ireland which would 
increase its economic strength and make 
it possible to lessen the effects of periodic 
world depression and fluctuations of trade, 
and afford an opportunity to all their 
people to get a livelihood in their own 
country. 

No matter what progress might be. made 
in industrial development agriculture 
would still rémain the most important in- 
dustry of all and the basis of all their 
prosperity. Agriculture in Ireland was 
at the moment depressed, as in other 
countries of the world. Those who were 
engaged in it were not getting a sufficient 
return for their labours. Prices of 
agricultural products were too low. The 
economic’ evils from which this and 
other countries were suffering were due 
largely to the disproportion between the 
reward received by heie engaged in in- 
dustry and by those engaged in agriculture. 
They would not be able to find a way out 
of that depression and restore normal con- 
ditions in any country so affected until 
that disproportion had been corrected. 

Existing, prices for agricultural goods 
were too low, and were not yielding an 
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sutviving and become strong. 
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Quirke, Messrs. 1 adequate return.to the producers. The 


direction of the Government’s national] 
policy at any time should be towards in- 
creasing those prices. He hoped that in 
any plan devised to secure that end they 
nik. rely on the active co-operation of 
those enjoying the benefits of the indus- 
trial revival. 

The Minister said that by various legis. 
lative devices here they were enabled to 
secure for producers prices higher than 
the existing world prices for a number of 
agricultural products. In this connection 
he quoted the prices obtaining here for 
flour, sugar and bitter. The whole 
economic future of this country depended 
upon the success of their efforts to make 
agriculture prosperous, and that could 
only be done by increasing prices for agri- 
cultural commodities. 

They had already learnt the lesson that 
there was no security for a country which 
depended solely for its prosperity on 
agriculture. They had learnt that lesson 
over many bitter years. It was the desire 
of every political party and articulate 
section of the community to see the nation 
The only 
differences were as to the best methods to 
be employed towards that end. 

Referring to the progress of the shoe 
industry in the Free State, he said that 
the country was already producing 75 per 
cent. of its requirements, and he hoped 
that within twelve months they would 
reach the 100 per:cent. stage. At present 
there were very few who would not admit 
that footwear of quality equal to anything 
imported was available from Irish 
factories, andin many cases the prices were 
no: higher than those charged for similar 
goods in Great Britain. 


FURTHER. DEVELOPMENT 


There were several possibilities of 
further industrial development in Clonmel 
to be explored, and they had many enter- 
prising business men there who were going 
to explore them. -He' could assure them 
that the Department of Industry and 
Commerce would give every assurance and 
co-operation: that lay within their power 
to such efforts. _ (Applause. ) | 

Mr. D. Morrissey T.D., said that he was 
very glad to be associated with the open- 
ing of any factory, such as that in 
Clonmel, where workers would be enabled 
to work under decent conditions. There 
was vital need for the establishment of 
Other industries in that town. 


He was glad that the Minister had 


referred to the agricultural industry. 
Most of them realised that even though 
their industrial developments were 100 per 
cent. advanced, having regard to their 
limited market, they must depend very 
largely upon agriculture for the wealth of 
the country and to-absorb the greater part 
of their unemployed. 

Alderman T. A. Morris (Seéretary of 
the Irish Coursing Club) said that, as one 
who might be called a political opponent, 
he had no hesitation in saying how he 
appreciated the Minister’s work in his 
own particular sphere.

The Government. is consideriag the general 
question of alleged excessive rents (including 
ground rents). his was disclosed at a 
meeting of the Dun Laoghaire Borough Cor- 
poration last night, when a letter was re- 
ceived from the Department of Justice re- 
garding a resolution which had been passed 
at a recent meeting of the Council, and 
which asked the Minister responsible to intro- 
duce legislation forthwith repealing the 
laws permitting the continuance of excessive 
ground rents created since 1900 in the area. 

The letter stated that the part of the 
resolution which dealt with the proposal for 
a special rating of increases in ground rents 
would appear te be a matter for considera- 
tion by the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health. 

Mr. P. Fitzgerald called attention to what 
he called a ‘‘ whispering campaign ” which 
had been started in the area, and which 
accused him of opposing the project for 
converting the old fire station into a factory.

countries. According to the list published 
by the controllers of the British Bacon 
Marketing Scheme the city of Birmingham 
has twenty-eight registered bacon factories 
within its boundaries Indeed, the Mid- 
land Counties of England—those usually 
asscciated in the Irish mind with metal- 
lurcical industries and slag-heaps—form 
one of tho largest bacon-producing areas 
in Great Britain. In Staffordshire alone 


there are sixty registered bacon-curers ; 


Warwickshire has thirty-four; Gloucecter- 
shire has thirtv-ome and Worcestershire 
has nine. The City of Leicester has fifteen 
bacen factories, and Wolverhamnvton and 
Nottincham have eleven each. It is sur- 
piisine to find such semi-rural industries 
in cittes so highly industrialised; but 


probably the most surprising piece of infor- 
mation in thet register is thet Lancashire 
has sixty-seven bacon  factories—the 
largest number in any county. And 
Staffordshire is the second highest.

THE FRUIT CROPS 


HAVOC WROUGHT BY FROST 


AND WINDS 


The north-east winds, which blew so per- 
sistently in the month oí May, did much 
harm to the fruit trees in many parts of 
Great Britain, and. the severe frosts of a 
fortnight ago added largely to the damage, 
with the result that prospective supplies, it 
is calculated, must have cut down by 
between 30 and 50 per cent. 

Mr. J. P. Knowles, senior partner of the 
well-kuown Grafton street firm, has recently 
returned from his annual tour of the cross- 
Channel fruit-growing districts, and says that 
when he arrived in the Hants and Kent dis- 
tricts the fruit was — splendid, but 
the trouble caused by the frost took place 
just before he left for home, and it was sad 
to see the marked contrast in the appearance 
of the trees and plants in the course of forty- 
eight hours. Here and there a sheltered dis- 
trict had escaped, put, speaking generally, 
strawberries, cherries, apples and pears have 
all suffered severely. 

In view of this, local growers should have 
little to fear from cross-Channel competition.

Srr,— My remarks were not addressed to 
an Englishman on holiday in Ireland, as Mr. 
Bernard W. Simpson seems to be, but to 
certain of my countrymen who had been 
decrying their own country. 1 would not 
be so Ei csammibed as to tell an Englishman 
what I think of his country. In any event, 
it would be a waste of time. Further, as 
the subject of this correspondence is ‘‘ Dublin 
in Decay,”’ comparisons drawn from a remote 
hamlet in a Westmorland “valley” are hardly 
relevant. I would suggest also that even the 
inhabitants of an English hamlet should be 
able to write a letter to the Press without 
indulging in personalities. ‘* The slum ” in 
which, according to Mr Simpson, I reside, 
happens to be inhabited by retired colonels 
and Government officials, diluted with a 
sprinkling of the English nobilitv. Actually 
I, bought my house from a baronet, who had 
eccupied it for many years, and now lives in 
a smaller one not fifty yards from me. . If 
this is a slum, what is Mr. Simpson’s 
village ? 

On the question of personal cleanliness, is 
not the weekly wash a standing joke with 
English writers? It has not even escaped 
the notice of Mr. H. G. Wells. 

If Mr. Simpson wishes to set up as an 
authority on spectacles, false teeth, ill-health, 
and a high death-rate, let him forget his 
northern valley and ixamine his own country- 
men’s statistics for any industrial area in 
England, Scotland or Wales—i.e., for the 
major part of Great Britain, On the question 
of synthetic complexions, may I suggest that 
what happened to Mr. Simpson in Grafton 
street has happened to more than one visitor 
They are so unaccustomed to a healthy colour 
that when they see it in Ireland they find 
it incredible. 

I am not qualified to comment on what 
passes for human speech in a Westmorland 
village, and accordingly I accept Mr. Simp- 
son’s assurance that it does not in the least 
resemble Cockney. But how this valuable

I am not interested in the rates, taxes, 
and food prices of Mr. Simpson’s village. 
He should visit a few Irish villages; he would 
find meat sold at 7d. lb. and eggs at 6d. 
doz. (I have actually bought tiem in 
Donegal for 3d. doz.) The figures I gave 
are correct for where I live, and, of course, 
I can prove them. In fact, I preserve my 
domestic accounts for unbelieving, grousing 
friends and relations in Dublin. It should 
be remembered that, as I live within 10 miles 
of London, the comparison is with places 
within 10 milees of Dublin. In  <owth, 
Dalkey, etc., you are within easy access of 
excellent surgeons and doctors, splendid 
schools, outstanding music teachers, and 
every other amenity of civilisation. Over 
here the fees charged by music teachers, 
schools, surgeons and doctors of equal stand- 
ing. are treble what they are in Dublin; and, 
further, the frightful congestion of traffic on 
both railways and roads makes the journey 
to them (particularly for children) hazardous 
and exhausting in the extreme. . While on 
this question of prices, I would ask how man

Of divorce, suicide, and murder, the “ rude 
forefathers of the village” may have been 
innocent since Mr. Simpson went to dwell 
among them, but to suggest that this disposes 
of my remarks on the subject is puerile; nor 
have I yet encountered anyone with the 
temerity to suggest that our. far-famed Irish 
courtesy is inferior to the English variety.

The Right Rev. Dr. Pelham, Bishop of 
Barrow-in-Furness, was the principal speaker 
at; the meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club, in 
the Metropole Restaurant yesterday. 

Mr. E. Keith Eason, the President, occupied 
the chair and welcomed the Bishop. 


The Bishop spoke on Social Service, first | 


conveying from the Barrow Rotary Club, of 
which he is a member, greeting to the Dublin 
Club. He said that a most remarkable dée- 
velopment was taking place in England as a 
result of social service. In England unem- 
ployment had reached a point which, he 
hoped, would never be reached in» Ireland. 
There were villages and towns in which 76 
per cent. of the men were out of work, and | 
there were few people who were not on the 
unemployed list. e only way by which to 
draw the sting of these conditions was to 
turn as much good-will as possible to the 
work of easing the situation, . The chief 
industry in a certain village in the north had 
been destroyed by flood, and the men who 
had been employed there had lost their means 


of livelihood. The cause of that village had 


been taken up by a village in Hertfordshire. 
They had sent up a party from Hertfordshire 
to view the village, and the result of their 
visit was of that kind that would bring en- 
couragement and hope, which any amount of 
legislation could never effect. Local authori- 
ties were trying to tackle the question. 


HOUSING NEEDS 


In towns like Leeds, for instance, the hous- 
ing question had created difficulties by reason 
of the fact that houses for the working classes 


are being erected in outside areas, thus creat- 


ing the overcrowding which they were trying 


to get rid of in the city.

It was not mentioned in the Nautical 
Almanac as being visible at Greenwich, 
though technically it was so, the Moon 
being above the horizon of Greenwich for 
two or three minutes after the computed 
time of disappearance. Localities in Ire- 
land and Scotland, however, offered some 
hope of a successful observation of this 
very rare phenomenon, as moon-set was 
some half-hour later there. In fact, the 
occultation was observed from Armagh, 
though the low altitude of the Moon and 
a hazy sky made the observation a 
The Moon and planet were out of reach 
of anv of the Observatory telescopes, the 
view being obstructed bv trees on the 
North-Western horizon.. Work was, there- 
fore, confined to the naked eye, with the pre- 
carious assistance of a pair of binoculars. 
On account of the haze, Venus was nearly 
invisible as the time of contact approached, 
and it was impossible to. fix exactly the 
moment of . disappearance, whieh “took 
place as nearly as could be at 11.12 p.m. 
The sight of the young Moon earlier in 
the evening, with the bright planet a little 
way outside the palely illuminated dark 
| limb, and looking as if she was going to 
pass between the horns of the crescent, 
was a delightful one. A lady even wrote 
to The Times on May 11th, asserting that 
she had seen the crescent Moon “ with a 
star between the horns.’’ An illuminating 
example that of the inability of some 
people to make an accurate observation, 
and of the value of inexpert evidence, or 
its want of value, if one likes to put it so.

The Sun 


The Summer Solstice will be on the 
22nd, at 9 a.m. The Sun then enters the 
Sign of Cancer and attains his greatest 
North Declination. 

There will be a small partial eclipse of 
‘the Sun on the 3th. The conditions of 
visibility. are. rather curious. It will be 
visible all over the British Isles, though 
in the 8.E. corner of England it begins at 
sunset, and will not be ghúna observ- 
able. In Ireland and the greater part of 
Scotland the Sun sets pertially eclipsed. 
In N.W. Scotland the eclipse is over before 
sunset, and in Northern Ireland it is 
nearly so. It should be looked for an 
hour before sunset in Ireland generally. 
About one-fourth of the Sun’s diameter 
will be covered by the Moon at the 
greatest. phase. in Ireland and Scotland. 
The amount varies from 0.22 at Dublin 

and 0.23 at Armagh to 0.25 at Edinburgh 

and Durham.

Tht Stars 


Midsummer twilight severely limits the 

visibility of the starry heavens. Yet some 
of the most beautiful parts of the sky are 
among those presented to view 1n- June. 
At midnight on theelst, at 11 p.m. on the 
15th, and at 10 p.m. on the 30th, the 
following is the position; On the meridian 
are Scorpio, low in the South; Serpens, 
Ophiuchus, Hercules, Corona Borealis, 
and Draco; the last overhead. From one 
to two hours past the meridian is Bootes ; 
Virgo is two to three hours West, and 
Leo is near the | Winters horizon. Gemini 
is setting, Castor and Pollux being just 
visible low in the North-West. Passing 
to the East of the meridian, we find 
Aquila, Lyra and Cygnus from two to four 
hours before their sexing passage. Sagit- 
tarius, Capricornus and Aquarius are 
rising. The three zodiacal constellations 
line the horizon from 8.S.E. to E. Pegasus 
has just cleared the horizon nearly due 
East. Below the Pole the never-settinz 
Capella shines just above the horizon, and 
a few stars of Perseus and Andromeda 
show themselves between North and North- 
East. Bright stars in sight are Antares, 
the Red Star of Scorpio, low down, nearly 
due South, Arcturus in Bootes, Spica in 
Virgo, Regulus in Leo, near the Western 
horizon.. Eastwards the three great 
white stars—Vega, Deneb and Altair— 
mark respectively the constellations of 
Lyra, Cygnus and Aquila. And lastly 
Capella, before-mentioned, in Auriga, 
most of the constellation being below the 
Northern horizon. Stars’ of the second 
magnitude are numerous along both 
Southern and Northern horizons, for there 
are many of these lesser lights in Scorpio 
and Sagittarius, as also in Perseus and | 
Andromeda, Double stars and coloured 
pairs abound, among the more remarkable 
being Delta Serpentis, Lambda Ophiuchi, 
Alpha Herculis, Beta and Delta Cygni, 
Pi Aquile, Gamma Delphinj. Epsilon 
Lyre, the double double, is near Veg 
Aquila contains a lovely obiect in the 
“Wild Duck” cluster, so called because 
of its shape—triangular, with a brighter 
star at the preceding angle, like the well- 
known formation flight of wild ducks and 
their relations.

Perhaps, Britain’s 
greatest post-war service to the world is her 
maintaining of the liberty of the Press, 
freedom of speech, the right of private judg- 
ment, and the uncorrupted administration of 
justice. She may ay Save Europe by her 
example. But even in England some circum- 
stances are disquieting. Apathy and doubt 
prevail. The Chrisian Evidence Society 
states that ‘‘ three-quarters of the community 
belong to no religious body and attend no 
place of worship. .. An increasing number 
are undecided as to what to believe.” 


UNBELIEF’S ATTACK 


On the other hand, unbelief " making a 
determined attack, both frontal and flank. 
Four distinct organisations in their official 
organs denounce Christianity from week to 
week as the enemy of the proletariat, and 
proclaim their gospel of secularism. The 
flank attack, which is even more dangerous, 
is led by anti-Christian humanists, who, by 
discrediting the idea of Divine sanctions and 
of moral responsibility, remove the very 
foundations upon which any Christian 
civilisation must be built. These ate dis- 
quieting facts, but if we ourselves have 
faith in God, the situation will challenge 
rather than discourage us. If indécision 
and uncertainty provide an opportunity 
for anti-Christian propaganda, they  pro- 
vide an ual opportunity for sowing 
the seeds of truth. If this is done in 
prayer and faithfulness, in utter sincérity and 
candour, and is commended by actual lives of 
robust honesty and dness, the seed will 
not fail to come to harvést. Tt is not too 
much to hope that, in face of 4 common 
menace, ail the Christian allies will forbear 
to attack and traduce each other, and that 
controversy shall be allowed to rest. Nor 
should it be impossible for Christians to co- 
operate more effectively in resisting the com- 
mon énémy and in making the Christian wit- 
ness a great practical question, more definite 
and more united. 


PRESSING PROBLEM

BAD GENERALSHIP 


Denominational ties are Jess powerful than 
once they were. hen a new suburb springs 
up, whatever denomination most prompt , 
occupies the field will get the people—not all, 
but a majority of them, In a locality I know 
well a town recéntly sprang up almost—like 
Jonah’s gourd—in a night. It is largely 
Presbyterian.

Where circumstances press, I féel we should 
try to make temporary arrangeménts. Any 
structure is better than none if it enables us 
to run up our flag, hold the fort, and give a 
pledge that we mean to come in real earnest 
soon, Times are difficult, I know; they always 
are, and claims are numerous. But what 
others can do we can do. Let us go up at 
once and possess the land; for we are well 
able to overcome it. (Applause.)

DELETION SUGGESTED 


Clause 12 of the.bill is entirely disapproved 
of by the Union, and the suggestion made b 
the deputation was that it should be deleted.

NIGHT WORK HOURS 


The e of the first clause is to limit 
the clause dealing with the restriction of 
female labour to new industriées.-» ln this con- 
nection the deputation claims that the 
Minister stated that it was not his intention 
to interfere with existing industries in which 
women had established a place for tliem- 
selves. 

The bill restricts the employment of women 
at night in such a way that they cannot be 
employed at all between the hours oí 10 p.m.

CHEAP LABOUR 

The Union states that women workers fully 
appreciate the danger ‘v the home, the family, 
and the individual from the cheapening of 
labour, and from the substitution of the cheap 
labour of women in place of men.

They are convinced, however, that their pro- 
posals offer a solution of these problems, and 
that those of the Government do not.

Changes in Britain 


Mystery still invests the future of the 
British Government. -The one certainty is 
that on Friday next Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonal1 will resign the Premiership, 
and that he will be succeeded therein by 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin, Mr. Macdonald’s 
destiny is doubtful. The absence of his 
name from the King's Birthday Honours 
has put an end to the prevalent’ rumour 
that he would find a restful seat in the 
House of Lords; but his ill-health hardly 
will be overtaxed by his new duties as 
Lord President of the Council,. one of the 
two offices which are held at present by 
Mr. Baldwin. According to the general 
belief, from three to five members of the 
existing Cabinet are expected to resign 
their places—Lord Sankey, the Lord Chan- 
cellor; the Marquess of Londonderry, 
Secretary of State for Air; Sir John 
Gilmour, the Home Secretary, and one or 
two others whose names are not given 
definitely. Several prominent politicians 
are named as their successors, including 
Mr. Anthony Eden, Mr. Malcolm Mac- 
donald, Mr. Duff Cooper, Captain Mar- 
gesson, and Lord Eustace Percy. The 
reason for Mr. Eden’s inclusion is evident: 
it is hardly so clear why Lord London- 
derry and Sir John Gilmour should be 
retiring. In addition to these arrivals and 
departures, there will be a “' general 
post ' among the remaining members of 
the present Cabinet: Sir John Simon will 
become Deputy-Leader of the House cf 
Commons, and, possibly, Home Secretary ; 
Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister may become 
Secretary for Air; Sir Samuel Hoare is 
expected to obtain the Foreign Secretary- 
ship, and Mr. Ormsby Gore may find him- 
self Secretary for India, All these changes, 
indeed, are merely conjectural, but most 
of them seem to be based on sound infor- 
mation. The one member of the Cabinet 
about whom even conjecture is silent is 
precisely that one in whom this country 
has the most personal interest—Mr. J. H. 
Thomas. Of him not a word is spoken. 

Will this change of personnel, whatever 
it may be, involve a change of policy ; and, 
if so, in what respects? The very fact 
that so little speculation on the subject has 
been aroused in England would suggest 
that Press and people are satisfied with 
the existing programmes of the National 
Government, and that the forthcoming 
changes merely will add to their satisfac- 
tion. The presence. of a Conservative 
Prime Minister will reassure those electors 
who may have felt hitherto that Labour 
and Liberalism played a greater part in 
the Goyernment’s counsels than was justi- 
fied by their representation in Parliament ; 
and the Labour and Liberal electorate will 
have no cause for complaint, inasmuch as 
it will continue to hold many key positions 
in the Cabinet. Upon the whole, it is 
probable that. the changes will be to 
Britain’s good. Mr. Baldwin may not be 
a brilliant Premier, but he possesses his 
confidence to a remarkable 


The net result, as we 
think, will be to carry Britain, if any 
thing, more steadily along the path which 
she has been treading for the last four 
years. 
splendid work in that time. Without the 
smallest attempt at constitutional change, 
it has restored its nation’s prestige—a 
prestige which had been previously on the 
| decline—in every sphere of life. Five 
years ago the countries of continental 
Europe were inclined to snap their fingers 
at her ; she has become once more a Power. 
Her overseas commerce is recovering 
rapidly, whereas five years ago it was sink- 
ing to negligible proportions, and her 
wharves were a dumping-ground for the 
world’s goods, Finally, if unemployment

Single- 
mindedness can only be matched fitly 
with equal—if opposite—single-minded- 
ness; and’ it may be that there will be 
a real chance of harmony between two un- 
questioned patriots: like President de 
Valera and Mr. ‘Baldwin, At all events, 
there is little doubt that the new Cabinet 
either will exert every effort to procure 
peace with Ireland or will prosecute the 
ecunomic war with a vigour which its pre- 
decessor never has contemplated. 


Food and Health 


It is a sign of the present century’s 
outlook that a Nutrition Advisory Com- 
mittee has been set up in Great Britain 
under the authority of the Minister of 
Health and the Secretary of State for 
Scotland. The purpose of the Committee 
will be “to inquire into the facts, 
quantitative and qualitative, in relation 
to the diet of the people, and to report on 
any changes which appear desirable in the 
light of modern advances in the knowledge 
of nutrition.’? Until the present genera- 
tion, indeed, the ‘‘ knowledge of 
nutrition ” has advanced by such happy- 
go-lucky methods that it hardly could be 
said to have been pursued consciously at 
all. In the matter of food, man went on 
a system of trial and error. He ate those 
things which seemed good to eat, and, if 
indigestion warned him that his judgment 
was incorrect, he ate something else. In 
this carefree state of mind he adventured 
with new meats and vegetables, and 
cooked them in every way known to him, 
until at last he evolved the menus of to- 
day. We, however, have begun to look 
with a somewhat critical eye on the result 
of these centuries of evolution, Our food 
may be pleasant to the taste, and it may 


how can we be sure that it is the most 
suitable kimd of food? How, indeed? 
The Advisory Committee should have no 
trouble in establishing the fact that, 
quantitatively, the diet of many British 
families leaves a great deal to be desired, 
but, from the qualitative point of view, 
it task will not be easy. Twinges of gout 
may have warned the eighteenth-century 
squires that they were drinking too much 
port, but it is harder to find definite proof 
that the Elizabethans would have been 
healthier if they had eaten less beef, or 
that the modern Englishman would be a 
better man if he drank cocoa instead of 
tea. Nowadays, it is difficult even to 
judge by results, and, if the standard of 
general health is lower than it was a 
hundred years ago, the cause may lie in 
many other things besides diet—such as 
city life, sedentary work, and greater 
nervous strain. Nevertheless, it .should 
be possible to find out where our food 
habits are at fault, and the Nutrition

values has begun to be treated seriously. 
One of the less happy results of the 
discovery of vitamins is its conversion of 
a large number of people into food- 
faddists, but we should nog forget that it 
has had a real value also.

Atlantic Speeds 


In spite of stories of injured condenser 
tubes and other minor mishaps, the French 
liner Normandie has established a new 
record for the crossing of the Atlantic 
Ocean, having covered the distance 
between Bishop’s Rock and Ambrose 
Point in four days and slightly over three 
hours. Her avorage speed was 29,98 
knots. France, therefore, captures for 
the first time the so-called “ blue riband ”' 
of the Atlantic, and, unless the Normandie 
breaks her own record on subsequent trips,

Nevertheless, speed 
must be served, and, if only for commer- 
cial reasons, the British must try to 
recover their lost position as owners of the 
fastest, as well as of the most comfortable, 
liners. Doubtless, the Queen Mary will 
leave all her competitors behind ; but, in 
the meanwhile, intending passengers by 
British lines must be prepared to reach 
their destination at least an hour or two 
later than their Continental fellows. 


Too Refined 


‘* What use,” asked a speaker at the 
annual conference of the Incorporated 
Sales Managers’ Association, “ is a know- 
ledge of Latin or Greek to a salesman 
who is selling soap to a small shopkeeper ?”’ 
In his opinion, public school or university 
men are ‘‘¢oo diffident and too refined ”’ 
ever to become noteworthy sellers of soap. 
It is our educational system that is at 
fault. Boys who have been taught to keep 
their feet off the table at meal times, a 
smattering of history and science, and the 
best method of feigning a sore throat, find 
that they have to throw off all this useful 
knowledge on emerging into the world, 
provided that they intend to Jay the 
foundations of a commercial] career in the 
sale of soap. In the first place, embryo 
soap-sellers should be taught to deliver 
words at the rate of seven a second. Later 
on, in the case of the more promising 
pupils, some attempt may be made to get 
them to deliver coherent sentences; but, 
in general, the mere noise of speech will 
be fóund sufficient to compel the public 
to buy. The second part of the course 
obviously should concern itself with the 
matter of over-refinement, and this will 
be the greatest strain upon the teaching 
staff. In an ordinary school only 
discipline of the most rigid type persuades 
the pupils to be diffident and refined, and, 
if this discipline were to be relaxed to 
the extent that imperiousness and 
bestiality actually would be encouraged, 
the furniture, the walls and the nerves of 
the teachers all would have to be made of 
tempered steel. 
exactly how one would go about getting a 
boy really unrefined. Probably in the 
majority of cases the mere relaxation of 
discipline would be quite sufficient; but 
then there is always the lad who collects 
leaves and sticks them into a book. To 
induce him to shout and roar, and throw 
stones at the headmaster, probably would 
be extremely difficult. In our opinion, 
however, the whole matter is slightly 
fantastic, since we never yet have met a 
university graduate who was both too 
diffident and too refined.

Signor Mussolini, who was distinctly 
annoyed by Herr Hitler's opposition to 
his designs on Abysinnia, now appears to 
be seeking a reconciliation of a very 
definite character. Last week he declared 
that Italy and Germany had no quarre! 
with each other, except over Austria, and 
he has followed this up by endorsing the 
objections offered by Herr Hitler to the 
proposed Franco-Russian pact—an un- 
expected step. It will be interesting to 
see how Herr Hitler responds to these 
advances, as there has been a great 
display of resentment in Germany at 
Signor Mussolini’s attitude at Geneva.

A Reuter New York telegram says that

(British summer time) to the accom- 
paniment of a perfect pandemonium and 
watched by an enormous crowd of over 
100,000—-men, women and children— 
gathered along the water-front. So great 
was the concourse of people in the vicinity 
of the pieg that all traffic was brought to 
a stand-still. 

As the French giant slowly made her 
way to the huge new 4,000,000-dollar pier 
of the French Line, which is still far from 
completed, she passed en route America’s 
mightiest merchantman, the Leviathan, 
now forlorn in dock. Two fireboats, play- 
ing jets of water like fountains, accom- 
panied the Normandie to the dock, while 
an aeroplane, equipped with gigantic 
amplifiers, cruised overhead and sent out 
the strains of the ‘‘ Marseillaise’’ by way 
of greeting. 

Two minor mishaps accompanied the 
docking: The steel hawser holding her 
fender to the. pierhead .snapped and one 
man narrowly escaped being drowned. 
Ten piles of the pier, .too, .were smashed 
and floated away. . uz ae 

Madame Lebrun, wife of the President 
of the French Republic, who had crossed 
on the new lincr, was the first off the ship. 
She at once drove to her hotel, escorted 
by police sounding their syrens. The pas- 
sengers were very voluble in their praise 
of the ship’s performance.

THE DEAD

About 10,000 
evacuated to the rest camp on the race- 
course. Eleven thousand doses of anti- 
tetanic serum and large supplies of cholera 
vaccine were sent to Quetta on Sunday by 
air.

The Times, in the course of a leading 
article to-day. says:—Some of those who 
led the campaign against the N.R.A. are 
now admitting that it had its benefits, 
which ought, at all hazards, to be pre- 
served, Mr. Sibley, for example, the 
President of the Chamber of Commerce of 


the United States, declared on the day} 


after the fatal judgment was delivered 
that the Chamber had long been in favour 
of fair trade practices, of the abolition of 
child labour, of minimum wages and 
maximum hours of labour, and of the 
principle that the right of the employés to 
collective bargaining must be protected. 
Probably the great bulk of employers in 
the United States would subscribe to this 
declaration. Most of them genuinely 
desire to maintain the higher standards 
established under the codes. Some of 
them, however, qualify the announcement 
of their intention to refrain from cutting 
wages or increasing working hours by the 
ominous limitation at present, and a few 
have promptly availed themselves of their 
new freedom to return to the ways of 
rugged individualism, and to methods of 


competition which were forbidden by the 


codes, but which are now again open to 
them. 

The danger is that this minority may 
force the others to lower standards by 
competitive wage-cutting. For the mo- 
ment the Federal Government have no 
longer any authority to control a move- 
ment which may lead to strikes all over 
the country, and to the loss of all the 
ground that has been won during the first 
two years. Mr. Roosevelt has made it 
plain that, in some way or another—the 
only practicable way would seem to be 
amendment of the Constitution—the 
National Government—that is to say, the 
President and .Congress—must be given 
the power to handle economic questions of 
vital national importance, even although 
the Constitution, as now interpreted by 
the Supreme Court, makes them the exclu- 
sive concern of the individual States. That 
is the issue which has now been raised. 
It will be the dominating issue at the 
coming Presidential election ; it cuts across 
existing party lines: 

It is hard to see how, in the long run, 
Americans can refuse to give their Cen- 
tral Government powers which, possessed 
and used as they are by every other 
Government in the world, are plainly 
necessary for the protection of national in- 
terests.. ; :

GREAT BRITAIN AND

Returns issued last night show that at 
May 20 the total number of unemployed | 
persons in Great Britain was 2,044,752, an 
increase of 292 since April 15, but 45,629 
less than the total at the corresponding 
period last year. 

There were approximately 10,334,000 
insured persons in employment, an increase 
of 14,000 on the total at April 15, and of 
141,000 on the number returned for May 
14, 1934. i 

Detailed figures issued by the Ministry 
of Labour show that there was an actual 
reduction of 10,011 on the month in the 
total of unemployed men and women. 
The reduction in the numbers of workless 
men amounted to 2,730,-while the numbér 
of women fell by 7,281. ‘This improve- 
ment, however, was more than offset by 
the flow of juveniles who left school at> 
Easter, and came on to the registers for 
the first time. The total of unemployed 
boys increased by 7,131, and of girls by 
5,172—a total increase among juveniles of 
10,503 between April 15 and May 20. 

Employment in most of the principal 
industries showed a further improvement 
during the month. There was, however, a 
large increase in the numbers affected by 
temporary stoppage in the coal-mining 
industry, together with a decline in the 
motor vehicle industry. 

During the last month, according to the 
returns in Northern Ireland, there has 
been an improvement in the tailoring and 
dress, building and distributive trade 
groups, but a decrease in the numbers of 
persons employed in the shipbuilding and 
linen trades. 

The estimated number of persons aged 
16-64 in employment on the 20th May in 
occupations insurable under the Unem- 
ployment Insurance Acts in. Northern 
Ireland was 187,650—i.r., about. 350 less 
than a month ago, and 3,950 less than 
twelve months ago, though 8,250 more than 
in May, 1935. 

1,626 vacancies were filled through the 
medium of the Employment Exchanges in 
the course of the month, and during the 
past twelve months the total number of 
vacancies so filled was 24,213. 

As compared with the figures on 15th 
Apri], 1935, there has been a decrease of 
454 men and boys, but an increase of 307 
women and girls registered for work. The 
total number of. persons registered is 
69,244. The number registered includes 
8,290 persons temporarily stopped, or who 
follow. casual employment, and approxi- 
mately 19,500 who have been registered as 
unemployed for less than three months.

The bodies of Mrs. Knight and Mr. 
Peyton, who were fourid dead from heat 
and thirst in the Southern Sahara, hate 
been exhumed from the place where they 
were originally buried by the search party 
and taken to the outpost of Tamanrasset. 

An inquest is to be held, and it is 
expected that a post-mortem examination 
will be carried out. 

According to the latest news from 
Tamanrasset, it is now hoped to save the 
lives of the two French companions of 
Mrs. Knight and Mr. Peyton. 

The search was begun four days after 
the motorists had left Agades for the 
mountains of the Ahaggar. Under their 
contract with the Tropical Transports Co. 
they were bound to take with them food, 
water and fuel for at least four days, the 
company to send out a search party if no 
news of them were received after that 
period, Under the Saharan road rules, 
the occupants of a single car are obliged 
to sign such a contract; but it appears 
that the victims of the tragedy neglected 
to take the specified supplies. 

“‘It was madness to try to reach 
Inguezzam on foot,” said the Assistant 
Director of the Southern Territories. com- 
menting on the tragedy of Mrs. Knight 
and Mr. Peyton, ‘‘ but excusable madness, 
for they were lost in the most infernal 
stretch of desert after Tanezrouft.’ It is 
a vast plain of fine sand, interspersed 
with dunes. Inguezzam itself consists of 
a well and one tree, but a refuge has been 
built where travellers mav find supplies,” 

The bodies of Mrs. Knight and Mr. 
Peyton were found seven miles from 
Inguezzam. 

Mr, Frank Peyton is understood to have 
been en route for Algiers ffom Nigeria, 
and is believed to have been the father of 
three children.

During the last 
three months a voluntary system had been 
in operation, and 35,000 persons had taken 
the test. One in every ten failed—an illu- 
tration of the needless. risks «which were 
taken previously in permitting anyone to 
drive a powerful machine on payment of 
The question of subjecting private vehicles 
to regular inspection for tyre and brake 
defects was a matter for future considera- 
tion. He expressed thé hope that the new 
Highway Code, if studied and. observed, 
would create a sound road practice. “—Fif:

EFFECT OF CROSSINGS 


He regarded the provision of pedestrian 
crossings as being responsible for the saving 
of life and limb.

The thirty.mile speed 
limit, which came into operation on the 16th 
March, had made the flow of traffic more 
agreeable and smooth, and the decrease in 
the number of casualties was a rough indica- 
tion of its success. 

A distressing featute of the accident re- 
turns was the number of children involved. 
Of 13,517 pedestrians killed on roads in 1945, 
no less than 1,171 were children under 15. 
He had appointed committees to draw up a 
curriculum for teaching road safety in schools, 
and, as a further step, he was proposing, 
owing to the lack of playing grounds for 
children, to close certain streets in London 
to motor traffic, as an experiment. Certain 
streets in Southwark and Paddington would 
be converted into children’s play streets. 

The intensity of the campaign for road 
safety had in no way checked the rapid ex- 
tension of the use of the roads by mechanical 
transport. At the end of February there 
were 224,000 more vehicles licensed than at

ENGLISH BISHOP IN DUBLIN

The Bishop of Barrow-in-Furness, who is

FIRE AT THE 
CONCIERGERIE 


GRIM GALLERIES FULL 
OF GHOSTS 


The recent fire at the Conciergerie filled 
with consternation all those who love the old 
monuments of Paris. Although ae 


down from the Middle Ages, the Conciergerie 
inevitably conjures up pictures of the 
Revolution, fer here the most famous actors 
of that great tragedy played their part and 
spent their last brave hours before passing on 
to the guillotine. 

It is no exaggeration to say that no other 
historical building so vividly brings back 
the past as does the Conciergerie. As soon 
as one steps into its grim galleries, leaving 
the light of day behind, one seems to be sur- 
rounded by the ghosts of that terrible past. 
Here is the narrow winding staircase un and 
down which passed Marie Antoinette during 
her trial. Here also is her cell, and close 
to it—retribution—the cell occunied by 
Robespierre. In.another corner, between two 
iron-railed partitions, is the place where the 
tresses of aristocrats were cut, and where 
stood the table on which was the register 
of those going to death, There is the big 
hall through which the voice of the chief 
jailor echoed in dreadful silence as he called 


A few steps and one 1s in the large chamber 
where the condemned Girondins took their 
last supper together, drinking to the lifeless 
body of their comrade who by his,own act 
had preceded them, and beyond is the court- 
yard, unchanged, where men and women, 
husbands and wives and lovers kis#éd a last 
farewell through senareting iron bats. 

And some of those who went from here to 
death were, English. There are records, kept 
at the Archives Nationales, of more than a 
dozen’ Englishmen who perished in the 
Revolution. Though no record of a Sydnev 
Carton can be found, the documents left 
behind, records of their examination duly 
signed by them and witnessed, with marginal 
notes in the handwriting of Fouquier Tinville.

Montmartre, the village within a great city, 
crowning the high ground of the right bank 
of the hae pleasure island,” as a wit 
has called it, parodying a famous film—has 
claimed a big place in the important /étes 
to be staged for the Paris season.

Conjurers, who in ancient times always

Montmartre of the Revolution, with Mari- 
ennes in phrygian bonnets .with tricolour 
rosettes. stuck jauntily on the side, Sans- 
Culottes and knitting women, and Mont- 
martre of the brave days when Paris was try- 
ing to keep out invaders in 1814, all will be 
there.
